cle as it now appears, the Temple, Biack 
Rock and Echo Canon, all ‘of which are 
remarkably correct. Accompanying 
General Connor’s portrait we find the 
following biographical sketch :. 


‘ Brig. Gen. P. E. Connor was born in 
Ireland, in 1820, and came to the Uni- 
fed Siates with his parents at a very 
early age. 

At the breaking out of the Mexican 
war he was living in Texas, and imme- 
diately tendcred his services to his 
adopted country on the call. for vulun- 
teers. being, with the celebrated Captain 
Walker, of that State, the first volunteer 
officer mustcred into service. He serv- 
edon Gen. Taylor’s life, and was se-
